OF RESPONSIBILITY REGARDING REPORTS OF UNIDO, OPERATIONAL 
ACTIVITIES FOR DEVELOPMENT, UN ENVIRONMENT PROGRAM, 

AND UN UNIVERSITY BETWEEN COMITES 2 AND 5. PRES 
BENITES' (ECUADOR) SUGGESTION WAS THAT FOUR REPORTS BE 
CONSIDERED BY COMITE 2 EXCEPT FOR THOSE PORTIONS LISTED IN 
A/BUR/181 WHICH SHOULD BE REFERRED TO COMITE 5. FERGUSON 
REPORTED RESERVATIONS ON TWO DEVELOPMENT REPORTS, EXPLAINING 
USDEL HAD DIFFICULTIES WITH TWO SUBPARAS GIVING PRIOR 
CONSIDERATION TO COMITE 2. HE THOUGHT COMITE 5 WAS 
BEST REPOSITORY FOR ITEMS BECAUSE IT HAD TO TAKE INTO 
CONSIDERATION OTHER BUDGETARY QUESTIONS. DRISS (TUNISIA) 

THOUGHT IT WOULD BE BETTER FOR AGREEMENT TO BE REACHED BETWEEN 
TWO CHAIRMEN, SINCE HE DID NOT WANT PRECEDENT CREATED. 

COMITE 1 -DISARMAMENT 

SWEDEN INTRODUCED IN COMITE OCT. 30 SEVEN-POWER DRAFT RES 
(L. 650) PROPOSING DIPLOMATIC CONFERENCE TO CONSIDER QUESTION 
OF USE OF NAPALM. STATEMENTS ON DISARMAMENT ITEMS ALSO MADE 
BY REPS GDR, UK, YUGOSLAVIA, SUDAN AND KENYA. 

FLORIN (GDR) SUPPORTED EARLY CONVENING OF WORLD DISARMAMENT 
CONFERENCE (WDC) WHICH SHOULD AIM FOR GENERAL AND COMPLETE 
DISARMAMENT (GCD) AND CONSIDER BANNING CHEMICAL WEAPONS 
(CW) AND ENDING ALL NUCLEAR TESTING. HE AGREED TO EXPANSION 
OF WDC PREPARATORY COMITE, BUT SAID SUGGESTION NO 
NUCLEAR POWER SHOULD SERVE ON ITS WAS NOT CONSTRUCTIVE. 

FIRST PRIORITY OF GDR'S FOREIGN POLICY WAS TO BRING ABOUT 
GCD, AND GDR SUPPORTED SOVIET PROPOSAL FOR REDUCTION MILITARY 
BUDGETS OF PERM SC MEMBERS BY 10 PERCENT (ROB). 

H AIN WORTH (UK) AFFIRMED THAT ADEQUATELY VERIFIED COMPREHENSIVE 
TEST BAN TREATY (CTB) AND CESSATION ALL NUCLEAR TEST EXPLOSITONS 
FOR WEAPONS PURPOSES IN ALL ENVIRONMENTS AND BY ALL COUNTRIES 
REMAINED OBJECTIVE OF UKDEL'S EFFORTS. HE THOUGHT NPT PLAYED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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VALUABLE ROLE AND TREATY MUST BE STRENGTHENED. IT WAS "NOT TOO 
EARLY" TO START PLANNING FOR NPT REVIEW CONFERENCE. UK 
FAVORED WDC IF IT HAD GENERAL SUPPORT OF UN MEMBERS, 
PARTICULARLY ALL NUCLEAR POWERS. IT WOULD BE WRONG TO TRY TO 
GRAFT SUBJECT OF NAPALM AT THIS STAGE INTO TEXT OF TWO 
DRAFT PROTOCOLS TO 1949 GENEVA CONVENTIONS TO BE NEGOTIATED 
NEXT YEAR. 

BADURINA (YUGOSLAVIA) SAID RECENT FIGHTING IN ME, RESULT OF 
ISRAELI AGGTESSION, SHOWED SO-CALLED LOCAL WARS AFFECTED 
WHOLE WORLD. ONE POWER PUT ALL ITS FORCES ON ALERT, SHOWING 
LIMITATIONS OF DETENTE AND EMPHASIZING NEED TO EXTEND DETENTE 
TO WHOLE WORLD. HE CALLED FOR TOTAL BAN ON CW AND SUGGESTED 
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IT BE PRIORITY ITEM FOR CCD. HE HOPED CURRENT GA WOULD 
DECIDE TO HOLD WDC, DESCRIBED SOVIET ROB PROPOSAL AS SIGNIFICANT 
INITIATIVE, AND SUGGESTED INVITING PERM SC MEMBERS AND 
OTHERS TO SUBMIT PROPOSALS FOR ACHIEVING GCD. 

MYRDAL (SWEDEN) STATED TWO SUPERPOWERS WERE RESPONSIBLE FOR 
LEADING WORLD INTO ARMS RACE. THAT THEY HAD SURPLUS 
CAPABILITIES WAS EVIDENCED BY FACT "THEY ARE CONSTANTLY 
PARTICIPATING IN BUILD-UP OF WAR MACHINES IN MANY PARTS OF 
WORLD. MOST RECENTLY KEEPING UP FLOW TO TWO SIDES OF WAR 
IN ME". SHE SUGGESTED ESTABLISHING NUCLEUS OF UN 
DISARMAMENT ORGANIZATION, IN ORDER TO MONITOR COMPLIANCE 
OR NON-COMPLIANCE WITH AGREEMENTS AND, PERHAPS, EVEN UN 
RECOMMENDATIONS IN DISARMAMENT FIELD. SUPPORTING WDC, MYRDAL 
SAID IT HAD TO SECURE PARTICIPATION OF ALL MAJOR POWERS, 
PARTICULARLY ALL NUCLEAR- WEAPON STATES, AND BE WELL PREPARED. 

SHE SUGGESTED INSCRIBING WITH HIGHEST PRIORITY ON WDC AGEND 
QUESTION OF PLEDGES OF NO FIRST USE, AND BELIEVED WDC 
NECESSAR IN ORDER TO GENERATE PRESSURE TO OBTAIN SUCH PLEDGES. 

SHE THEN INTRODUCED RES ON NAPALM. 

HASSAN (SUDAN) WAS DISAPPOINTED AT LACK OF PROGRESS IN CCD, 

WHICH HE BELIEVED LARGELY DUE TO LACK OF POLITICAL WILL. 

HE HOPED CCD WAS NOT GOING TO BE MERELY CLEARING HOUSE FOR 
AGREEMENTS EMERGING AFTER BIG POWERS SATISFIED CONSIDERATION 
OF THEIR NATIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL STRATEGIES. TIME WAS 
RIPE FOR NEGOTIATING CONCRETE PROPOSALS FOR BANNING CW. HE 
FAVORED FORMULATION OF CTB TREATY, CALLED FOR DISMANTLING 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF FOREIGN MILITARY BASES, AND SAID WDC NEEDED PARTICIPATION 
OF ALL NUCLEAR STATES. 

AD ALA (KENYA) TOLD COMITE URGENT RULES REQUIRE FOR PROHIBITION 
OF USE OF NAPALM AND OTHER INDISCRIMINATE WEAPONS, AND HE BELIEVED 
SEVEN-POWER DRAFT, OF WHICH HE WAS COSPONSOR, TO BE TIMELY. 
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SPECIAL POLITICAL COMITE - APARTHEID 
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DANISH REP INTRODUCED IN COMITE OCT. 30 17-POWER DRAFT RES 
(L.269) DEALING WITH DISSEMINATION OF INFORMATION ON APARTHEID; GA 
WOULD ESTABLISH UN INFORMATION CENTERS IN INDEPENDENT STATES IN 
SOUTHERN AFRICA AND WOULD REQUEST SYG TO CONSIDER FINANCIAL 
DIFFICULTIES OF STATES INVOLVED WHEN ARRANGING FINANCING. VOLUN- 
TARY CONTRIBUTIONS WOULD BE REQUESTED FOR INFORMATION CAMPAIGN. 
INDIA SAID RES WAS "RESPONSE OF WORLD'S CONSCIENCE" AND IF BLOOD- 
SHED AND VIOLENCE TO BE AVOIDED, WORLD OPINION MUST BE EDUCATED 
ON DANGERS OF SA'S POLICY. 

COMITE 2 - UNCTAD REPORT 

COMITE OCT 30 BEGAN CONSIDERATION OF UNCTAD REPORT AND MEXICO 
INTRODUCED 15-POWER DRAFT RES (L.1295) EXTENDING MANDATE OF WORK- 
ING GROUP OF 40 MEMBER STATES TO SET UP DRAFT CHARTER OF ECONOMIC 
RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF STATES; UNDER RES. WORKING GROUP WOULD HOLD 
TWO THREE- WEEK SESSIONS NEXT YEAR AND WOULD DEVELOP DRAFT CHARTER 
BY 29TH GA. 
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PEREZ-GUE RRF.RO INTRODUCED UNCTAD REPORT AND SAID PRESENT WORLD 
SITUATION OFFERED EXCELLENT OPPORTUNITY TO SET NEW GOALS FOR INTL 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. HE SAID EFFORT MUST TAKE PLACE WITHIN INSTI- 
TUTIONAL STRUCTURE OF INTL TRADE AND MONETARY POLICIES. HE SUG- 
GESTED GA SET GUIDELINES FOR ALL COUNTRIES IRRESPECTIVE OF ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT TO ACHIEVE IDS GOALS. HE URGED CREATING LINK BETWEEN 
SPECIAL DRAWING RIGHTS AND DEVELOPMENT FINANCE AND COMMENDED DEC- 
ISION TO ALLOW UNCTAD PARTICIPATION IN TRADE NEGOTIATIONS. HE 
SAID UNCTAD WOULD PARTICIPATE IN WORLD FOOD CONF. LINER CONF. AND 
REVIEW OF FOLE OF TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS. 

NEPALESE DEL CITED LOW INCREASE IN PER CAPITA INCOME, DECLINE IN 
EXPORTS, DECREASE IN FINANCIAL FLOWS, AND MONETARY CRISIS AS AG- 
GRAVATING LDCS' PROBLEMS. HE URGED STRICT ADHERENCE TO PRINCIPLE 
OF NON-RECIPROCITY. SOVIET DEL STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF NORMALIZING 
INTL ECONOMIC RELATIONS. HE CALLED FOR BROAD APPLICATION OF MOST- 
FAVORED-NATION PRINCIPLE AND SAID SOME DEVELOPING COUNTRIES DID 
NOT ALLOW SOCIALIST COUNTRIES SAME CONCESSIONS AS THEY DID CAP- 
ITALIST COUNTRIES. AUSTRALIAN DEL SAID AS LDCS BECAME MORE AWARE 
OF INDIVIDUAL ECONOMIC INTERESTS, INTL COMMUNITY WOULD BECOME 
LESS POLARIZED. HE SAID AUSTRALIA WOULD APPLY NON-RECIPROCITY AND 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PREFERENTIAL TREATMENT TO LDCS. 

COMITE 3 - RELIGIOUS INTOLERANCE 

COMITE OCT 30 DECIDED ON PROCEDURE FOR DETAILED EXAMINATION 
OF DRAFT DECLARATION ON ELIMINATION OF RELIGIOUS INTOLERANCE. 

THREE SETS OF DRAFT ARTICLES BEFORE COMITE - A/8330, L.2025, AND 
A/9135 - WILL BE USED AS BASIS FOR EXAMINATION. IN DEBATE, SWEDEN, 
AUSTRALIA, PAKISTAN, NZ, ITALY, SPAIN, US, AND URUGUAY UNDERLINED 
NEED FOR COMITE ACTION ON SUBJECT. NETHERLANDS EXPLAINED HIS DEL'S 
RES WAS TO NARROW DISCUSSIONS TO DRAFT DECLARATION AND SAVE DRAFT 
CONVENTION FOR LATER DISCUSSION. IRELAND HOPED DECLARATION WOULD 
STRIKE BALANCE BETWEEN MINORITY AND MAJORITY RIGHTS AND URGED SP- 
ECIAL ATTENTION TO ECONOMIC ASPECTS OF RELIGIOUS DISCRIMINATION. 

FRG SAID DEFINITION OF RELIGIOUS FREEDOM SHOULD INCLUDE RIGHT NOT 
TO ADHERE TO ANY RELIGION. MOROCCO SAID MIXING OF RELIGIOUS AND 
ATHEISTS WAS IMPOSSIBLE IN DRAFT. BRAZIL NOTED NEED TO AFFIRM 
STATES' DUTY TO PROTECT WELFARE AND MORALITY OF CITIZENS. BURUNDI 
WITHHELD OPINION, STATING THAT SEDITION WAS OFTEN CARRIED OUT 
UNDER AUSPICES OF CHURCHES AND RELIGIOUS GROUPS UNCEASINGLY SOUGHT 
POLITICAL POWER. GDR STATED ELIMINATION OF RELIGIOUS INTOLERANCE 
SHOULD BE COMBINED WITH ELIMINATION OF RELIGIOUS ACTIVITIES THAT 
WERE CONTRARY TO INTERESTS OF THE STATE. 

COMITE 4 - NAMIBIA 

COMITE OCT 30 BEGAN GENERAL DEBATE ON QUESTION OF NAMIBIA 
HEARING STATEMENTS BY CZECHOSLOVAKIA, GREECE, KENYA, AND PHILI 
PPINES. CZECHOSLOVAKIA EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR STRUGGLE OF NAMIBIA 
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AND SAID RELEVANT UN RESES SHOULD BE IMPLEMENTED IMMEDIATELY 
BY SA. KENYA SAID SA OCCUPATION OF NAMIBIA WAS NOT ONLY ILLEGAL 
BUT ACT OF AGRESSION. HE SAID ANY CONTRACT NEGOTIATED BY SA ON 
BEHALF OF NAMIBIA SHOULD BE DECLARED NULL AND VOID AND HE CRITI- 
CIZED MEMBERS OF SOUTH ATLANTIC FISHERIES COMMISSION FOR ALLOW- 
ING SA TO SPEAK IN NAME OF NAMIBIA. HE SUGGESTED UN VEST LEGAL 
AUTHORITY FOR NAMIBIA WITH UN COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA AND TAKE ANY 
STATE OR COMPANY WHICH EXPLOITED NAMIBIA TO COURT. HE OPPOSED 
DECISION TO OPEN DIALOGUE WITH SA SINCE EFFECT OF MANDATE WOULD 
BE NEUTRALIZED AND ILLEGAL ACTIVITIES ENCOURAGED. KENYA STRESSED 
NECESSITY OF MOBILIZING PUBLIC OPINION IN NAMIBIA AGAINST PRESENCE 
OF SA AND SAID ALL AID SHOULD BE CHANNELLED THROUGH SWAPO. PHILI- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PPINES SAW SITUATION AS CHALLENGE TO DETERMINE FATE OF OPPRESSED 
PEOPLE AND EFFICACY OF UN AS WORLD ORGANIZATION. 

COMITE 5 - TA, UNEP 

SUM OF $17,466,000 FOR SECT. 19 (REGULAR TA PROGRAM) APP- 
ROVED 63-7(SOV BLOC)-5(US, UK, FRANCE, POLAND, MONGOLIA) BY COMITE 
OCT. 30. ACABQ-RECOMMENDED SUM OF $3,983,000 FOR UNEP (SECT. 16) 

APPROVED UNANIMOUSLY. COMITE ALSO APPROVED, IN DOC A/C.5/1505/REV1, 

RES ON FINANCIAL RULES IN PARA 6, AND PERSONNEL ARRANGEMENTS 
REFERRED TO IN PARAS 10 AND 11, AND NOTED FINANCIAL RULES ANNEXED 
TO DOC PLUS ARRANGEMENTS FOR AUDIT AND REVIEW. DEBATE ON SECT. 24 
(ICJ) WAS INTERRUPTED TO HEAR STATEMENT BY UNIDO EXECUTIVE 
DIRECTOR. COMITE WILL TAKE UP OCT. 31 12-POWER (UPPER VOLTA) 

DRAFT RES CALLING FOR APPROVAL OF $400,000 APPROPRIATION FOR DIS- 
ASTER RELIEF IN 1974-75 (L. 1 121) AND OTHER MATTERS RELATING TO 
DRC OFFICE, RETURN TO BUDGET SECTION ON ICJ, AND, IF THERE IS TIME, 

BEGIN DISCUSSING UN PREMISES. 

IN DISCUSSION OF REGULAR TA PROGRAM, BRAZIL, BELGIUM, ECUADOR, 

INDIA, KENYA, LIBERIA, PHILIPPINES AND ZAMBIA ALL SUPPORTED PREV- 
IOUS ITALIAN STATEMENT THAT TA IS UN OBLIGATION AND BELONGS IN 
REGULAR BUDGET. ONLY UK SPOKE UP IN DEFENSE OF US POSITION THAT 
TA IN PRINCIPLE BE FINANCED BY VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIONS. UK REP

WHILE BILATERAL TA HAS TOO MANY STRINGS ATTACHED. 

ENVIRONMENTAL PROGRAM: FOLLOWING LONG EXPOSITION BY ACABQ CHAIR- 
MAN, BRAZILIAN DEL STATED EXPANSION OF UNEP ACTIVITY SHOULD NOT 
BE MEANS TO CHANGE PRIORITIES OF OTHER AGENCIES. ALL FUNDS EXPEN- 
DED MUST BE ADDITIONAL TO EXISTING PROGRAMS. AUSTRALIAN DEL NOTED

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MORE PET ATT, FT) EXPOSITION IN FUTURE SHOWING ALL COSTS RELATING TO 
ENVIRONMENTAL PROGRAMS FROM OTHER SECTIONS OF BUDGET PLUS ACT- 
IVITIES OF OTHER UNITS IN UN SYSTEM. HE ALSO ASKED ABOUT PURPOSE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND REASON FOR "DEVELOPMENT SERVICES GROUP," EXPRESSED HOPE GOV- 
ERNING COUNCIL WOULD MEET BUT ONCE A YEAR, OPPOSED SETTING UP 
LIAISON WITH REGIONAL ECONOMIC COMMISSIONS FOR TIME BEING, AND 
HOPED UNEP BUDGET WOULD BE PUT ON BIENNIAL BASIS BY 1976. SYG 
REP (SADDLER)

SAID SYG WOULD ATTEMPT TO PULL TOGETHER INFORMATION 
UNCLASSIFIED

ED DRAFT FINANCIAL RULES COULD NOW PERMIT BIENNIAL BUDGET.

MOVING UP RAPIDLY UNDER UNDP. UNIDO ACTIVE 
ON 1,900 INDIVIDUAL PROJECTS, AND PROGRAM BUDGET REQUESTED 
BY SYG INADEQUATE TO CARRY OUT FULL SCALE OF UNIDO OPERATIONS.

COMITE OCT 29 CONTINUED CONSIDERATION OF PROTECTION OF 
DIPLOMATS AND DECIDED 4-65-10 NOT TO SUBMIT ILC ALTERNATIVE 
"B M ON ART 12 TO DRAFFING GROUP; VOTE EXPRESSED COMITE S 
PREFERENCE FOR ILC ALTERNATIVE "A", PROVIDING FOR ARBITRATION 
OF UNSETTLED DISPUTES BY REQUEST, WHICH WAS PASSED TO DRAFTING 
GROUP FOR AGREEF.MF.NT ON FINAL WORDING. IN COMPROMISE, 

US HAD WITHDRAWN COMPROMISE AGREEMENT PROVIDING FOR CONTINUOUS 
ARBITRATION AND SOVIET UNION AND CZECHOSLOVAKIA WITHDREW 
AMENDMENTS DELETING ART 12. 

COMITE BEGAN CONSIDERATION OF PROPOSED INTL CONF OF PLEN- 
IPOTENTIARIES ON STATES' RELATIONS WITH IOS AND OF UNCITRAL 
REPORT. ON CONF, AUSTRALIAN REP PROPOSED (L.1634) VIENNA AS 
SITE. SPEAKERS WERE UNANIMOUS IN THANKING AUSTRIA 
FOR OFFERING TO HOST CONF. MOST DISCUSSION CENTERED ON 
DATE OF CONF. SOME DELS URGED 1974 BECAUSE OF GA'S "AS SOON AS 
POSSIBLE" MANDATE; OTHERS SAID CONF SHOULD BE HELD IN 1975 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OR QOUY BECAUSE THREE MAJOR LEGAL CONFS ARE SCHEDULED 
FOR 1974. MOST SPEAKERS FAVORED UNIVERSALITY OF PARTICIPATION 
AND SOME URGED INVITING 10 PARTICIPATION AS OBSERVERS BUT NOT 
VOTERS. ISRAEL SUGGESTED CONF COULD WORK BETTER IF TWO MAIN COMITES 
WERE APPOINTED RATHER THAN ONLY ONE. 

ON OCT 30 DISCUSSION OF UNCITRAL REPORT BEGAN WITH STATEMENTS 
BY HUNGARY, FRG. BYELORUSSIA, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, AND GDR. 

HUNGARIAN REP COMMENDED COMMISSION'S USE OF WORKING GROUPS AND 
SUGGESTED BREAKING THREE MAIN TOPICS INTO SUBTOPICS FOR ADEQUATE 
TREATMENT. HE URGED FURTHER ATTENTION TO CURRENT PRACTICES
